CSR 200-6.010 INTRAVERGUS FLUID TREATMENT ADMINISTRATION 
(1) Definitlons: 

(A) Administration of Intravenous fluld treatment Is the therapeutic Infuslon and/or Injection of 
substances through the venous system. 

(B) Administration Is the comprehensive activity which Includes, but Is not limited to: Observing, 
Initlating, monitoring, discontinuing, malntaining, regulating, adjusting, documenting; and assessing, 
diagnosing, planning, Intervening and evaluation. 

(C) Intravenous Fluld Treatment Administration Is a responsibility of the Registered Professional 


Nurse, as ordered by an Individual IIcensed In the state of Missour! to prescribe medications and treatments. 


The Registered Professional Nurse may delegate selected activities assoclated with the administration of 
Intravenous therapy. The Registered Nurse may delegate certain of these activities to experienced, 
qualified, appropriately educated Licensed Practical Nurses In keeping with the Registered Nurse’s 
professional Judgment and standards that are established within: the agency providing the Intravenous therapy 
service. 

(0) "Under the direction of a Registered Professional Nurse" means that Registered Professional Nurses 
may delegate intravenous therapy functions to Licensed Practical Nurses who have passed an approved course. 
The Registered Professional Nurse does not necessarily have to be on the premises In order for the Licensed 
Practical Nurse to perform the delegated functions. 

(2) Upon completion of a generic practical nursing program approved by the State Board of Nursing, an LPN 
may observe and monitor Intravenous fluld treatment, malntaln the calculated flow rate of Intravenous 
Infuslons, report and document observations and procedures performed. 

(3) In addition to functions Identified In (2), Licensed Practical Nurses who have satisfactorily completed 
an approved course of Instruction may perform the following functions and duties relating to the 
administration of Intravenous fluld treatment under the direction of a Registered Professional Nurse. 

(A) Calculating the rate of Intravenous fluld Infuslons. 

(B) Discontinulng of Intravenous fluid treatment. 

(C) Adding parenteral solutions to existing patent Intravenous | ines. 


(D) Changing Intravenous tubings and dressings. 


(E) Inittating Intravenous fluld treatment followlng assessment of patient status by a Registered Nurse 


with documentation on the patient record. 


(F) InItlating Intravenous fluld treatment only peripherally and only with devices which do not exceed 


three (3) Inches In length. 


(G) Adding, to exIlsting patent Intravenous |Ines, designated premixed medications, vila Intravenous 


piggy-back, elther by continous or Intermittent methods. 


(H) Malntalning the patency of Heparin Locks. 


(4) Licensed Practical Nurses MAY NOT perform the following functlons or dutles related to the 


administration of Intravenous fluld treatments: 


(A) Initlating TPN flulds. 


(B) Initiating or adding anti-neoplastic agents. 


(C) Initlating or adding blood/blood components,

(5) Apptication Procedures for 1!.V. Fluld Treatment Program 

(A) Purpose of Approval: To establish basic preparation for Licensed Practical Nurses to perform the 
administration of Intravenous fluld treatments within the scope authorized by the rules and regulations. 
(B) Types of Programs approved. 
1. Postgraduate programs offered by colleges and vocational-techIncal schools. 
2. Programs offered by health care facl\Itles which provide Intravenous therapy.

1. An Institution desiring to obtaln approval for an Intravenous Fluld Treatment Program shall 
submit a proposal to the State Board of Nursing. The proposal shall be written by and bear the signature of 
a Registered Professional Nurse who Is currently |Ilcensed to practice as a Registered Professional Nurse In 
Missourl. 

2. An Institution submitting a proposal for Initial approval shall Include In the proposal any 
Information |t+ deems pertinent, however the proposal shall contaln the following: 

Ae Objectives of the program. Terminal objectives shall Identify behaviors expected of the 
graduates at the completion of the program. 

Be Qualifications of the faculty of the program. 

C. Curriculum. 

D. Maximum faculty-student ratio In the clinical component. 

E. Number of hours of classroom Instruction and number of hours of clinical practice under the 
supervision of a Registered Professional Nurse designated by the sponsor|ng agency. 

F. Description of the training facilities which will be used by the program. The description 
shal! be sufficiently detalled to establish that the training facl!itles wil! meet the standards required of 


training facilities under these rules and regulations. 


G. Mechanism through which the Institution will determine that LPN°s seeking admission to the 
program meet the admission requirements established by these rules and regulations. 
H. Methods of student evaluation which will be used. 

(0) An Institution which has previously obtalned approval shall comply with any subsequent changes In 
this rule beginning with the first class which begins the course followIng the effective date of the rule 
change. The Institution shal! submit a report to the State Board of Nursing Indicating the manner In which 
't will comply with the change In the rule, After the State Board of Nursing reviews the report, If the 
board approves the manner In which the Institution will comply, the board shal | notify the Institution of Its 
approval. If, after review, the board determines that the manner In which the Institution wilt comply Is not 
adequate, the board shall notify the Institution of the Inadequacles. Followlng such not! ficatton, 
re-approval of the program will be required before the Institution begins Its next class. 

(E) Program Changes Requiring Board Approval or Notificatlon, 

1. All changes In Information required to be provided In the Intitlal proposal require board 
approval. Requests for approval of such changes shall be submitted to the board In writing three (3) weeks 
prior to the next regularly scheduled board meeting and shal! be approved by the board before Implementation. 
Changes In the faculty of the program do not require board approval. The program shal! notify the board In 
writing of faculty changos. 

(6) Standards for Curriculum 

(A) The purpose of the Intravenous Fluld Treatment Program shall be to prepare Licensed Practical 
Nurses to perform IImited Intravenous fluld treatment. The program shall be designed to teach knowledge, 
skll 1s, and competencies In admnistration of Intravenous therapy which will qualify Licensed Practical Nurses 
to perform thls procedure safely. 

(B) The course shal! consist of at least forty (40) classroom hours of Instruction and a minimum of 
elght (8) hours of clinical practice under the supervision of a Registered Professlonal Nurse designated by 
the sponsoring agency, Including a final written and practical examination. 

(C) Course Prerequlsites--The Licensed Practical Nurse shall meet the following pre-requisites prior to 
enrolling In the course: 


1. Current licensure as a Licensed Practical Nurse In the State of Mlssourl. 
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2. Have taken a pre-test In pharmacology, anatomy, physlology and asepsis to be used as a 

diagnostic tool to determine level of knowledge. 
(D) Faculty Quallfications. 

1. Each faculty member shall! be currently licensed to practice as a Registered Professional Nurse 
In the state of Missouri. 

2. Each faculty member shall have a minimum of three (3) years clinical experience Immediately 
prior to hls or her appointment. 

3. Non-nurse lecturers shall have professional preparation and qualifications for the specific 
subject area In which they are involved. 

(E) Tralning Facility. 

1. All classrooms shal! contaln sufficlent space, equipment and teaching alds to meet the course 
objectives. 

2. The facility In which clinical practice and the final practicum will! be conducted shal! allow 
students and Instructors access to the Intravenous therapy equipment and access to Intravenous therapy 
reciplents and to the pertinent records for purpose of documentation. 

3. There shall be a signed written agreement between the sponsoring agency and a cooperating 
health care facility which specifies the roles, responsibilities and Ilabllities of each party. This written 
agreement wil! not be required If the only health care facility to be used Is also the sponsoring agency. 

(F) Testing 

1. The student shall achleve a passing grade on a final exam which shall consist of written and 
clinical components. 

2. The clinical exam shall Include evaluation of the achlevement of the clinical objectives of the 
course. 

3. The Instructor shal! complete the final records and the record sheet shall include competencl es 
and scores. 

(G) Records 

1. The agency conducting the Intravenous course shal! maintain the records of the Individuals and 

shall submit to the Missouri State Board of Nursing the names, addresses and |Icense numbers of all 


Indl viduals who have successfully completed the program. 
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2. A copy of the final record shal be provided to the Licensed Practical Nurse. 

3. The agency conducting the Intravenous therapy course shall award a certificate documenting 
successful completion of the approved program by the Missourl State Board of Nursing to the Licensed Practical 
Nurse, upon successful completion of the course. 

(7) Intravenous Fluld Treatment Administration Course GuldelInes--An Intravenous Fluld Treatment Administration 
Course shall have the followlng components: 

(A) Review of the Missourl Nursing Practice Act and the policies and procedures of the clinical agency 
where practical experience Is recel ved. 

(B) Structure of the circulatory system Including site and function of the velns used for venipuncture. 

(C) Relationship between Intravenous fluid treatment administration and the body’s homeostatic and 
regulatory functions, with attention to the clinical manifestations of fluld and electrolyte Imbalance and 
cellular physlology. 

(0) Principles of Infection control In Intravenous fluid treatment administration. 

(E) Identification of varlous types of equipment used In Intravenous fluld treatment administratlon 
with content related to criterla for use of each and means of trouble-shooting for mal functlons. 

(F) Principles of compatibility and Incompatibitity of drugs and solutlons. 

(G) Nursing management of special Intravenous fluld treatment administration procedures that are 
commonly used In the clinical setting, such as heparin lock. 

(H) Procedure for venipuncture, Including psychological preparation, site selection, skin preparation, 
puncture, anchor, collectlon of equipment and documentatlon. 

(1) Malntenance of Intravenous fluld treatment administration system: discontinulng Intravenous fluld 
treatment administration, monitoring Infuston, changlng contalners and tubing, care of site, etc. 

(J) Nursing management of the patient recelving drug therapy, Including actions, interactions, adverse 
reactions, methods of administration and assessment. 

(K) Signs and symptoms of local and systemic complications In the dellvery of flulds and medications 
and the preventive and treatment measures for those comp!icatlons. 


(L) Calculation of fluid and drug administration rates.
